Over NDEA Loyalty Affidavit 


• BBCTION mt <t) Of ike Na- 
tional Defense Bducaiion Act of 
September i$58 states that a stu- 
dent is not eligible for a Title II 
loan, or any other N.D.E.A. pay- 
ment, unless he (i) has executed 
and filed an affidavit the 

Commissioner, that hfi does tiof 
believe in« and is not a member of, 
and does not support, any organ- 
isation that betimes in or teaches 
the ot'erthrow of the United 
States government by force or 
vioXence or t>y any illegal or un- 
constitutional methods, and ft) 
has taken and subscribed (o an 
oath or affirmation in the follow- 
ing form: *'l do solemnly swear 
(or affirm) that I ufitt bear true 
faith and allegiance to the United 
States of America and will sup- 
port and defend the Constitution 
and laws of the United States 
against aU its enemies, foreign 
and domestic/* 

Senator John P. Kennedy (D., 
Ifast.) last week re-introduced a 
bill in the Senate that would re> 
peal the affidavit tectlcm of the 
I National Defense Student Loan 
iarogram. 

Senators Kennedy and Clark 
(D.. Penn.^ brought such a bill 
before the Senate in the last ses- 
sion. but it failed of passage. In 
their original bill the two senators 
asked for repeal of both the affl- 
(davit and the affirmation printed 
above. 

Senator Jacob Javits (R.. N. Y.) 
amended the proposal to drop re- 
peal of the affirmation, but the 
bill still failed to pass. 

Since that time, many schools 
have joined in a verbal battle 
over the loyalty provision In the 
act. Educators and students have 
denounced either both the affi- 
davit and the oath or just (he 
affidavit. The latter requirement 
has be^ met with the loudest 
criticism. 

Points of view talibn by both 

S ol adroinistrationa and stu- 
s follow one of three paths, 
cally these are: \ 

(1) Doa’t get into the program 


at all If you disagree with the 
provision, or drop it if you have 
been In It. 

(2) Stay In and work for repeal 
of the "obnoxious" portions be- 
cause students stand to lose too 
much aid if the school dropped 
out of the program. 

(3) Stay in the program and 
uphold the loyalty provisions. 

Perhaps the most outstanding 
student voice against the affidavit 
requlrenwnt has been heard from 
the Harvard student body. 

"Worse Than Futile," a pam- 
phlet published by the Harvard 
Crimson late in December, is 
Harvard’s answer to Senator Ken- 
nedy’s call for a "firm and reso- 
nant expression" from students on 
the Ipyalty provision stated in the 
act. 

Written by the Crimson Daily’s 
staff, this pamphlet has been sent 
to campus newspapers, student 
governments and faculty officials 
at more than 1200 colleges 
throughout th# country. 


The Crlmson^B pamphlet con- 
tains an IntroduclioA )rom Ken- 
nedy In which he tells exactly why 
he and Senator Clark Introduced 
th^r bill of repeal last year and 
wl^ they wyi spearhead the drive 
again in this session. 

It also contains a thorough 
examination by these Harvard 
students of the loyalty provisions, 
why many educators object to the 
affidavit section and why both 
Kennedy and Clark, with the 
Eisenhower Administration’s sup- 
port. have Introduced the second 
bill to remove the affidavit afler^ 
last y^^l^s proposal was sent back 
to comnuttee. 

Harvard’s withdrawal from the 
loan program because of the pro- 
vision, the Crimson’s cry for a 
strong student voice in this issue 
of vital oQncem to them, and 
Kennedy's expressed desire to 
push, once again, for Hpeal of

Houser, registration "went very 
well." He was pleased, he said, 
that most students took me’rc time 
to correctly fill in the cards. Uut, 
he asserted, the greatest problem 
was that some students didn't read 
the directions on the registration 
packet. 

There were some, he said, who 
didn’t know their class sections 
and sub-sections and had to go 
back and check with the depart- 
ments. Others, he said, attempted 
to fill in the green master card 
that stated it was not to be writ- 
ten on. Too. he added, late admis- 
sions had to wait until the basic 
information could be punched into 
theii registration cards. It Is the 
holes punched In the cards, he ex- 
plained. that identified a particu- 
lar student to the machine. 

In the case of a wrong sub-stc- 
tion, with the class Usts being pre- 
pared ffiMhan^Ry, he said. '1 
student, whcr^ifflstakenly regis- 
tered (or the wrong section, would 
not be listed in the class he was 
attending and, rather, be listed in 
a class where he mistakenly reg- 
istered and was absent. He em- 
phasized that such students should 
contact the registrar immediately. 

"One thing that was disturb- 
ing," he said, "was the long line* 
to the gymnasium on Thursday." 
The system was as new to us as 
it was to the students and the 
only way to test it was in the reg- 
istration line." But, he noted, the 
Thursday morning rush was nor- 


mal and most students encoun- 
terod very iUtle or no line at all 
after then. ‘ ^ 

A survey of registran(s, he said, 
shewed that most students com-

Prof's 'Folly'— Study of Ants— 
Proves Worthwhile After All

• "A PSYCHOLOGIST DOING 
basic research on the behavior of 
ants? Who ever thought of any- 
thing so impractical? Caldwell 
really picked a folly." 

Dr. Willard E. Caldwell, associ- 
ate professor of psychology, took 
a lot of thib comment about five 
years ago when he reported on 
the first phase of a comparative 
study of motivation in animals. 

"The poor guy," critics said, 
"It’s an interesting study, but 
what practical end can it possibly 
serve?" 

Now these self-appointed critics, 
if they’ve been keeping up 
their homework, - may be eating 
some of their own doubting pre- 
dictions. 


For, out of recent research at 
Germany’s 'Tubingen University 
has come the belief that investi- 
gation into the brains of animals 
may, one day" soon, give us the 
key to 8ucce(>sful space flight. 

Where Dr. Caldwell was in,;, 
tereslcd in the antennae of ants, 
the Tubingen group has worked 
with the ommatidium (or submi- 
croscopic lenses) In the compound 
eye of the beetle. 

This is only one area in which'" 
both Caldwell and the Tubingen 
group were seeking similar in- 
formation. 

Dr. Caldwell was interested, ajid 
still is, in setting up a mttem or 
theme of different fields of energy 
which motivate these lower sni- 
maW into action. 


Now the United Stales Air 
Force sponsored research based on 
the Tubingen group's work haa 
come down to the same problem — 
What fields of energy (heat, light, 
etc.) make these animals react 
the way thev do? 

The Air Force is Interested in 
this study because U is these in- 
born abilities for fine discrimina- 
tion which scientists are now try- 
ing, with their fine instruments, 
to approach. 

With full understanding of the 
responsible brain and sensory or- 
gans, the scientist feels that it 
may be possible to make mediani- 
cal duplications of these systems. 

In other words, and this gets 
back to what Dr. Caldwell was

ess in approixiroetely 45 minutes, 
with the final step in the gymna- 
sium requiring "about 10 min- 
utes.** 45 minutes is a little bet- 
ter than average for the time re- 
quired under the old system in 
previous years. 

"The greatest benefits of the 
*data processing* machines will 
be realized now that registratkai 
is complete,’* Mr. Houser said. In 
additkm to bills and grade sheets 
being prepared mechaidcally, the 
IBM machines will facilitate the 
processing of additional informa- 
tion about the student body. 

"For example," he said, "suppose 
the University wanted to know 
how many male freshmen stu- 
dents from a specific high sduMl 
in the state of Maryland were 
registered in the Junior College.'* 
The answer, which would take Mr. 
Houser and his ^taff weeks to as- 
semble manually, could be accom- 
plished by the "data processing" 
machines In a matter of minutes. 

In answer to a question about 
the student number listed on the 
registration packet's IBM card, 
Mr. Houser noted that students — 
even though they didn't know it 
before — have always had a stu- 
dent number. The number, he said, 
eliminates many problems when 
checking students record s , such as 
situations arising when students 
have the same name or in the case 
of married women who attended 
the University registered in their 
maklm name. 

Looking on to next year, Mr. 
Houser predicted future rei^tra- 
tions would be quicker aixl more 
efficient than in previous years. 
But, no doubt, be hopes people 
will someday improve enough to 
replace the machines!

(CoaMnt>d from Pace 1) 
wide debates among college stu* 
'IfenU in years. 

Sttfdent expression and sdiool't 
administration c<xnment and ac* 
tion on the provision have been 
great. Thus far Harvard, Yale, 
Princetmi, Amherst* Oblerln, 
Antioch, Bennington, Bryn Mawr* 
Goucher, Grlnnell, Haverford, 
Reed, Sarah-Lawrence, St. John's 
of Maryland, Swarttunore and 
Wilmington have dropped out or 
refused the program outright be> 
cause they did not favor the 
affidavit provision. 

In writing an ^troduction for 
the Crimson pamphlet, Kennedy 
called on WilUam Penn to diag* 
nose the incessant search for new 
tests of loyalty as follows: “When 
men grew corrupt, they distrusted 
each other; ^nd had recourse to 
' extraordinary ways to awa one 
another into truth.** 

While the Senate was working 
on the bill in 1968, the House was 
working on a similar program. In 
the House Committee on Inter> 
state and Foreign Commerce, no 
loyalty provision was introduced. 

But, when the House and Senate 
proposals were considered. Senator 
Karl Mundt (R., S. Dak.) amended 
the Senate bill to Incorporate 
parts of both Senate and House 
provisions. In hU amendment, the 
loyalty provisions extended to the 
Student lEoan program, but ln< 
C 9 rporated the House proposal fcM* 
having school administrations 
administer the loan program and 
the loyalty sections.

Kennedy, < as the spokeaman 
against the loyalty provisions, 
asked, when ha brou^t his bill 
before the Senate last year, why 
'HZIongress was singling out recipi- 
ents of Federal fund loans for 
educational purpoaes and not those 
who receive old-age benefits, crop 
loans or related payments?" 

Kennedy also questioned the 
Senate's constitutional right to Im- 
pose the burden upon our educa- 
tional tnatitutions to Interpret the 
affidavit section because, he said, 

“each school may have a different 
concept of what It necessary to 
prove a ‘belief in an organizatl<m 
which 'believes* In the overtnrow 
of the U. S. Government by ‘un- 
constitutional methods.' " 

The veiy idea, he said, “seems 
to approve the TOncept that 
'beUM* as opposed td overt action 
may be a^ basis for actions . . . 
and it creates grave problems of 
Federal contn^ over the educa- 
tional proceu.** 

Senatorial policy on the loyalty 
provision, is at variance with the 
<^ndal policy of the Eisenhower 
Administratkm as expressed by 
Arthur S. Fleming,- Secretary of 
Health, Education and Welfare. 

Fleming said that the loyalty 
provision is utterly.lneffective. for 
a.^ subversive has' “no scruples 
about signing such ai) affidavit and 
taking such an oath." 

He further s^d that section 
1001 (f) “singles out educators 
and students for special treatment 
without making a contribution to 
national security.” '

Turning to Miss Weppner's let- 
ter, I find that It demonstrates a 
mlscomihehension of the true 
meaning of the Fifth Amendment 
privilege against Sclf-lnetimina* 
tion, and of the analogies that 
may be drawn between a private 
business and a univenrify. We take 
note first of the apknowledged and 
self-evident purpose of the privi- 
lege. which la the right to refrain 
from being a party to one's own 
prosecution, which Miss Weppner 
corrtctly states is proper in for- 
mal judicial procedure. She is then 
also correct in observing that a 
private employer is at liberty to 
use whatever criteria and meth- 
ods he chooses to determine whom 
he shall employ. (There are. how- 
ever, certain moral compulsions 
involved in this area, and some le- 
gal ones, such as laws to forbid 
racial or religious dism-iminatlon 
in hiring practices.) But what she 
fails to realize Is that a university 
is not basically an enterprise sim- 
ilar to a private business, where 
the customer Is guaranteed a 
standard uniform product which 
will always be the “best." The 
businessman is primarily con- 
cerned with making money, where- 
as the academician is or should be 
concerned with matters and activ- 
ities intellectual and scholarly. It 
is only then that those who partlc- 
.ipate, from time to time, in the
